The provincial zomstvos of a large 
number of provinces, as well as 
several highly placed officials in 
Asiatic Russia, have formally de- 
cided to petition for the exemption 
from this degrading penalty of all 
peasants who have learned to read 
and write. Count Tolstoi, with the 
ardor natural to the artistic tempera- 
ment, cries "Shame!" upon their 
niggard asking, and, in an article 
headed with that word, very broad- 
ly hints that, while the peasant, for 
the last three-quarters of a century, 
has been steadily advancing, his 
MM ten have in some respects failed 
to keep their place in the van of the 
march toward civilization. 

Count Tolstoi is a foremost au- 
thority on the life of the 
and the specimens he gives in this 
article of the. abuse of the power of 
flogging by the small fry of official- 
dom are certainly striking. These 
insignificant members of the lowe* 
governing ranks have no uniform, 
but, when engaged on official duties, 
wear some kind of outward and. 
vUi'i: ' >'\£x\ of authority, generally a 
large medal. For speaking his 
mind to one of these village "elders" 
who happened to have the sign of 
office on at the time, a fellow villager 
duly flogged, although his only 
fault appears to have been that he 
overlooked the medal winch con- 
erted an ordinary neighborly dif- 
ference of opinion into an insult to 
the czar! The poor fellow, Tolstoi re- 
lates, consoled, himself with the re- 
| mark that "Christ suffered stripes, 
and bade us suffer, too." 

There are, however, many in 
Russia who think that the moujik is 
still sufficiently brutal to muke the 
entire abolition of flogging a meas- 
ure of mistaken humanity, and Tol- 
stoi's cry of "Shame" upon the 
moderate reform proposed by certain 
zemstvos will, doubtless, be met by 
the not unnatural reply that Tolstoi 
is before all a literary artist, with all 
the artist's native scorn for practical 
measures which fall short of the ideal 
aimed at. The partial exemption 
from flogging which practical men 
desire would certainly prove a very 
powerful stimulus toward popular 
education, even as compulsory serv- 
ice in the army keeps the Russian 
universities filled to overflowing with 
men who, in a large number-of eases, 
would do the state better service in 
other ways than by learning discon- 
tent in a sphere unfitted to their nat- 
ural capacities or station in life.

Street Crowds in Caracas. 

One of the features of the city of 
Caracas, Venezuela, that most 
strongly impresses a foreigner is the 
rapidity with which a crowd gathers 
in the street. This is best exempli- 
fied when some of the many 
wandering musicians, in whom Car- 
acas abounds, prepare to give an 
impromptu open-air concert. Their 
first notes no sooner echo through 
the neighborhood than there gathers 
to listen a vast throng that almost 
blocks up the thoroughfare. The 
cobblers and all the other tenants of 
the entries, having no doors to open 
nor stairs to descend, are on the spot 
almost instanter. They eagerly 
drink in the music, but at the 
time bear a wary eye upon the 
of the musicians, 'and no sooner do 
they observe the slightest indication 
that one is about to be taken off for 
the purpose of taking up a collection 
by passing it around among the 
crowd than they disappear even 
more quickly than they came.

were they that the rate and mice 
died by the million. By this means 
the plague was practically stamped 
out early ' 

The numerous stories related by 
Consul Heenan of how and why, in 
the opinion of the people, the army 
of rodents swarmed over the fields, 
country houses and village dwellings; 
the indifference to their presence 
shown by both cats and dogs, and 
the absolute refusal of the cats and 
dogs to molest the rodents would 
form a chapter more sentimental 
perhaps than instructive. Tbe 
peasantry believe that the mice 
undertake extensive migrations en 
masse under foreboding of impend- 
ing failure of crops in those localities 
where the mice originated. 

Consul Heenan says that millions 
of the animals were drowned in the 
wells and rivers, and that, there- 
fore, tho population of the afflicted 
localities was obliged to discontinue 
the use of water from the wells and 
to abstain from fish, particularly 
pike, as food, because it was dis- 
covered that they contained mice. — 
Cleveland Leader. 

A BLAZE OF JEWELS. 

Gorgeous Crown and Scepter for the 
Coronation of the Czar. 

The crown to be used in the coro- 
nation of the emperor at Moscow 
sembles in shape a 
New York World 
a cross of five perfect diamonds and 
the pear-shaped ruby, the finest in 
the world. All the other gems used 
In the decoration are pure white 
diamonds and pearls. These stones 
are set in silver and the lining of the 
crown is of pure velvet. 

This crown was made in Geneva at 
the command of Catherine II. f and is 
valued at 1,100,000 rubles. 

This scepter to be used was made 
for the coronation of Emperor Paul 
in 1797, and it is the finest that the 
world has ever seen. It is sur- 
mounted by the famous Orloff 
diamond. The orb is of solid gold, 
set with a triple row of diamonds 
and one great almond-shaped 
diamond. The diamond cross is sup- 
ported by a sapphire worth a fabul- 
ous price. 

The collar, star and jewel of the 
Order of St. Andrew, which the 
emperor will also don, is ornamented 
•with five pink diamonds and two 
Siberian aquamarines, one blue and 
one green, set in diamonds. The dec- 
oration is valued at more than 100,- 
000 rubles. 

Tbe czarina will wear the state 
coronet, the necklet of which con- 
tains huge single diamonds, from 
which are pendent larger stones. 
Her coronation robe will be the most 
costly ever made. In addition to the 
state jewels the empress will wear all 
the exquisite gifts of jewelry which 
her husband has given to her since 

their mar riage. 

Labouchore's Mistake. 

Henry Labouchere tells of an 
awkward mistake he made about De 
Perslgny, Napoleon's right-hand 
man and the "maker of the second 
empire." His appearance was ple- 
beian, and when the London editor 
saw him at an evening reception he 
took him for a waiter and asked for 
a cup of tea. "De Persigny good- 
humoredly went for it," says Mr. La- 
bouchere, "and I was knocked into a 
heap at seeking his grand cordon of 
the legion of honor, but kept down 
my confusion and got into a rattling 
chat with him. "

LEGEND OF LAKE MORAT. 

Blood-Red Pool in Switzerland That 
Has a History. 
Lake Morat, in Switzerland, has a 
queer habit of turning red about 
two or three times every ten years. 
It is a pretty lake, like moat of the 
' of water in that picturesque 
country, and its peculiar freak is at- 
tributed to a disposition to celebrate 
the slaughter of the Burgundians 
under Charles the Bold on June 21, 
1476. But the French say it blushes 
for the conduct of the Swiss, who in 
that battle gave the Burgundians no 
quarter. This year it was redder 
than ever and had a sinister appear- 
ance when the setting sun illumi- 
nated its waves. 

This phenomenon, of course, has 
its legend. The old fishermen of the 
lake, who catch enormous fish called 
silures, that weigh between 25 and 
40 kilograms, say, vijhen they see the 
waters of the lake reddening, that it 
is the blood of the Burgundil^s. As 
a matter of fact, some of the bodies 
of the Burgundians killed in battle 
were thrown into the lake, while 
others were tossed into a grave filled 
with quicklime. This historical recol 
lection angered the Burgundian sol- 
diers of the victorious armies of the 
republic in 1798 so much that they 
destroyed the monument raised in 
honor of their compatriots who fell 
heroically in that battle and Henri 
Martin very justly reproached them 
for that piece of vandalism. 

It would hardly, do to at- 
tribute the reddening of the waters 
of the lake to the blood of 
the soldiers of Charles the Bold. 
The coloring is due simply to the 
presence in large quantities of little 
aquatic plants called by naturalists 
oscillatoria rubescens. The curious 
thing about it is that Lake Morat is 
the only lake in which this curious 
growth is developed, and this pecul
